A Woman's Rights I»e«i«!o!i, 


The supreme court of Arkansas has 


lately rendered an important decision. 
Mrs. 
Nichols, a married woman, bor- 


rowed money and gave a note for it. 
The question was whether a personal 
judgment conld be returned against her 
upon suit to recover such money. The 
court said: 


"Our conclusion is that a married 


woman has tinder oar law the right to 
purchase personal property or borrow 
money for her separate use and that 
the property purchased or money bor- 
rowed becomes her separate property. 
Her contract to pay for the same is a 
contract in reference to' her separate 
property and creates a personal obliga- 
tion, valid in law and in equity, aud 
this without, regard to whether she own- 
ed any additional property or not.

that, although the statute gives a mar- 
riud woman the right to acquire and 
hold property, yet that if she under- 
takes to acquire it by contract the law 
will tretvt snch contract as of no valid- 
ity.

H new blc«y2 -were br«ngbt iuto tlie 


flock every year, tber« woald be fewer 
complaints of young turkeys being del- 
icate. The troth is that these birds have 
been too uauch inbred. The easiest and 
quickest remedy for rbe trouble i<> tha 
intr^action of wild blood, which gives 
the desired stamina. 


When the ycnng turks are first hatch- 


ed, they, like chickens, require no food 
for die firs* 24 hours, but the mother 
should be given a little corn to keep her 
on the nest. Afterward feed them gome 
milk curd squeezed dry or bread dipped 
but not -soaked ia milk or slightly 
moistened with egg. Later on they may 
be given scraps from the bouse, wheat, 
corn, bread and green bone. Always feed 
cm a clean board and1 allow them as 
much as they will eat up clean iu tbe 
space of a quarter of an hour. For the 
first three weeks they should be fed three 
or four times a day : afterward three 
times daily will suffice. Of course they 
onnst be supplied with plenty of water 


As soou as the tnrks seem strong and 


the -weather is bright and warm they 
may be allowed to ramble about, but 
mnst be got home at night or in case 
of a shower, as damp is extremely fatal 
to them. After they reach tho stage 
kiioxva as "shooting the red" they are 
hardy and need but little attention. 
Bnt for the first three months they need 
to bo well cared for. 


Lice aro as fatal as damp to young 


birds. As soon as they are hatched the 
hen should be examined for lice, which 
are certain to be transmitted to the 
youiis ones. The largo lice will be f omid 
on the head, neck, tinder tlio wing and 
also on the flight feathers—around tbe 
qnills on the wine. A little oil or meli- 
ed grease should be well rubbed in and 
the hen thoroughly dusted with suuS or 
insect powder. The same should be done 
to the turks when they are about a week 
-old and a drop of oil rubbed ou their 
heads. This should be .applied with dis- 
cretion, as too much grease is fatal to 
them. 


Turkeys are great foragers and cannot 


be kept in confinement. After the first 
three months the}' should be given abso- 
lute freedom. About a month before 
marketing tbuy should be ftd liberally 
wirh as much corn as they will eat. Old 
corn shonlil always be -used, as green 
com is indigestible aud olten retards fat- 
tening, if it does not cause actual loss.

When the 
frOg WIi5 OUu Of Sight, ths SBaku -»V«IS 
shot through the head and the frog 
was liberated. At first it was stupe- 
fied, bat was soon as lively as ever. 
Within 20 years the same paper has 
recorded at loast a score of just such 
instances, reported by as many in- 
dividuals, who gave their real names 
tvnd addresses, and -who declared 
they had seen the stupefied toad or 
frog come to as from a trance, h^ 
about as if dazed, and at last go 
away as lively as ever.

1892, told about a 
mother quail which in trying to pro- 
tect her young got within reach of a 
rattlesnake. Tho snake was killed 


j in tlie act of swallowing the bird. 
When released, the bird was for some 
time stupefied, but after awhilo re- 
covered enough to stagger off. On 
the next clay she was fill right and 
caring for her chicks.—New York 
Sun.

There is one thing I have tried and 


found nearly always successful, and 
that is to pick out a pen of vigorous, 
healthy pullets, not over a year old, and 
mate tbciii to :i 2-ye;ir-okl c»;k who has 
been with hams before. .At tho beginning 
and up to the middle of the season pul- 
lets will prmioniiiiate from eggs Jaicl by 
tiiis pen, for tho pallets being more vig- 
orous than the old cock, would transmit 
their characteristics to their young. Of 
course there are "ifs" in this method, 
bnt not nearly so iiwny as are in the 
above clipping.
